Push for a Single Code 


In December, the AIA Board unani- 
mously endorsed recommendations of its 
Codes Task Force and restated its call for 
the National Fire Protection Association 
(NFPA) and the International Codes 
Council (ICC) to resume discussion on 
cooperative development of codes and stan- 
dard for the nation. 

The development of multiple building 
codes, fire codes, electrical codes, and gas 
codes fosters a negative atmosphere and 
continuing regulatory conflict. With this in 
mind, the AIA will continue to push for a 
single set of comprehensive, coordinated 
and contemporary codes. 

The AIA is actively working with oth- 
ers in the design and construction commu- 
nity as a member of the “Get it Together” 
Coalition. This coalition is solely focused 
on finding ways for the ICC and the NFPA 
to set their disagreements aside and coor- 
dinate their efforts.

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Three Architects Named 
Fellows 


Fellowship is the second-highest honor, 
behind the Gold Medal, that the Institute 
bestows on a member. Out of a member- 
ship of more than 66,000, there are fewer 
than 2,300 AIA members distinguished 
with the honor of fellowship. 


The AIA has elected three Michigan 
architects to its prestigious College of Fel- 
lows. The elevation of Eric Hill, Thomas 
O’Connor and Victor Saroki brings the 
number of Michigan Fellows to more than 50. 

Among only 83 architects given the 
honor this year, the new Michigan Fellows 
will be invested in the College of Fellows 
at the 2000 AIA National Convention in 
Philadelphia on May 4. 


Eric Hill, PhD, FAIA 


Eric Hill is vice president, director of ur- 
ban design and planning, for Albert Kahn 
Associates, and is founding principal and 
managing director of The 
Albert Kahn Collaborative, 
AKA's subsidiary focused on 
urban and architectural revital- 
ization. AKA is a 350-person 
architectural, engineering, 
planning and interiors firm. 
Hill serves on AKA’s steering 
committee, focused on firm- 
wide continuous improvement and total 
quality management. 

Additionally, Hill serves as adjunct pro- 
fessor of architecture at the Taubman Col- 
lege of Architecture and Urban Planning, 
University of Michigan. 

Creatively integrating practice and edu- 
cation, Hill has extended a legacy in archi- 
tecture through meaningful contributions 
to university teaching, international re- 
search, professional development and the 
public’s appreciation of the built environ- 
ment. 


As adjunct professor, he partnered with 
the University to renew the professional 
practice curriculum and develop one of the 
nation’s first practice courses based entirely 


on case-study methodology. His course writ- 
ings have been adopted at other architec- 
ture schools. 

Hill has also advanced international re- 
search and education through his commit- 
ment to the American-Scandinavian Foun- 
dation, promoting American and Nordic 
scholarship and fostering significant research 
in architecture and allied fields. 

Career Development and continuing 
education for interns and architects has also 
been a priority. He’s served as IDP coordi- 
nator in local, state and university contexts, 
where he has surveyed intern interests and 
championed intern-directed improvements. 

Hill is also developing anew AIA Guide 
to Detroit Architecture, used to introduce an 
international audience to the city’s rich ar- 
chitectural heritage and urban fabric, while 
advancing public, educational and profes- 
sional interests. 

Hill received his PhD in Architecture 
and bachelor’s degree from the University 
of Pennsylvania. He was granted his Mas- 
ters in Architecture from Harvard Univer- 
sity. 


Thomas O'Connor, FAIA 


Thomas O’Connor teaches what he prac- 
tices: proper construction technology and 
solutions to building 
problems. O’Connor, 
vice president and direc- 
tor of building technology 
at SmithGroup Inc., has 
authored industry stan- 
dards, developed innova- 
tive construction theory, 
conducted research, pub- 
lished and lectured on technical issues and in- 
structed fellow professionals and students. 

Through his 19-year involvement in the 
American Society for Testing and Materi- 
als (ASTM), Committee C24 on Building 
Seals and Sealants (including ten years as 
chairman), he redirected C24 to the writ- 
ing of better guide and specification stan- 
dards more useable by architects. He has 
participated in writing over 40 ASTM stan- 
dards used globally, and was principal au- 
thor of five standards. 

His peer-reviewed paper Design of Seal- 
ant Joints, a result of O’Connor's forensic 
investigative work, was the first compre- 


hensive analysis of the subject. His addi- 
tional research resulted in publication of 
Recent Developments in the Design of Sealant 
Joints for Movement and Other Effects. His 
joint design papers developed the theory for 
designing sealant joints to accommodate 
movement and tolerances. 

Fellowship in ASTM and election to the 
Sealants Hall of Fame recognized his sig- 
nificant and unique contributions in devel- 
oping standards used nationally and inter- 
nationally by architects and in building 
codes. 

O’Connor'’s research on the durability of 
structural sealant glazing was published as 
Extended Laboratory Testing for Two Struc- 
tural Glazing Silicone Sealants. This was the 
first testing of structural sealant joints to 
failure, on full-scale wall components, and 
the first independently-conducted ex- 
tended durability testing, using accelerated 
environmental conditioning, to document 
long-term performance capability. 

A graduate of Lawrence Technological 
University with a bachelor’s degree in ar- 
chitectural engineering, O’Connor has 
taught at the University of Detroit Mercy 
for 25 years. He has also lectured at Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, Eastern 
Michigan University, University of Michi- 
gan, and others. 


Victor Saroki, FAIA 

Victor Saroki is president of Victor 
Saroki & Associates Architects, PC in Bir- 
mingham, which is rec- 
ognized as one of the 
community’s most cre- 
ative architectural 
firms. Projects encom- 
pass retail, residential, 
historic renovation, 
entertainment and 
commercial develop- 
ments with an emphasis on interior archi- 
tecture. 

Saroki’s dedication to the belief that ar- 
chitecture can be achieved at every level, 
from interior details to city spaces, has led 
to recognition of his work by over 35 de- 
sign awards. His projects have been featured 
in more than 40 articles on design, includ- 
ing eight national publications. 

With a special emphasis on public inte- 
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rior spaces, Saroki’s work has included the- 
atres, restaurants, retail, galleries and ho- 
tels. They have all played an important role 
in rejuvenating Birmingham’s downtown 
social atmosphere into a most desirable city 
in which to work and live. 

A frequent lecturer on design for govern- 
mental planning boards and civie/art 
groups, Saroki uses examples of his designs 
that improve the physical urban environ- 
ment. He played a key role in workshops 
assisting city planners and officials in cre- 
ating a new master plan ordinance that has 
been successful in stimulating new down- 
town development. 

He is a regular speaker and design juror 
at several schools of architecture including 
Lawrence Technological University, Uni- 
versity of Detroit Mercy and University of 
Michigan. He has invited architectural 
classes and student chapters to his office to 
discuss practice and design. Taking students 
on visits to selected new projects has en- 
couraged and excited future architects 
about design. 

Saroki is currently working to establish 
the Birmingham Historical Museum by as- 
sisting in the building’s restoration and 
fundraising efforts. His efforts have resulted 
in an endowment fund established to make 
this project a reality. Using his architectural 
practice as a catalyst, Saroki has hosted, 
sponsored and chaired many charitable 
events.

Today, there are 270 professional architects 
and engineers working on a diverse group of building projects including four university 
buildings, a GM Assembly Complex in Shreveport, LA, additions to Wm. Beaumont 
and St. Johns hospitals, a science building in New Hampshire and a visual arts/library for 


the Interlochen Center for the Arts. 


Harley Ellis Named Michigan Firm of the Year 
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Gensler Wins AIA Year 
2000 Architecture Firm 
Award 


When you think of Gensler, an image of 
a huge international design firm may come 
to mind. From his place in Gensler’s De- 
troit office, that perspective seems far from 
reality for architect Bill Hartman, a vp (in 
this company that places little emphasis on 
job titles) who runs the Detroit office. 
“We're everywhere. But, we're not a giant. 
Our Detroit office has grown from five 
people in 1993 to nearly forty today. We 
don’t just do huge projects. In fact, our av- 
erage size project is about 25,000 square 
feet.” 

Agreeing with Hartman’s assessment, 
Arthur Smith, FAIA, says, “Gensler is re- 
ally a series of small offices tied together.” 

Those ties — strategic investment in learn- 
ing, training and technology coupled with 
unwavering commitment to client needs 
and client relationships — bind 17 offices and 
1,860 people and have netted recognition 
by AIA as the Year 2000 Architecture Firm. 

“The Year 2000 is an appropriate time to 
honor a firm that has consistently pushed 
the boundaries of architecture,” said 
Michael Stanton, FAIA, president of AIA. 
“Gensler people are comfortable about mov- 
ing across the building cycle. They under- 
stand how its phases tie back to the client's 
strategy, and are prepared to lead the pro- 
cess. Knowing that our largest firm produces 
architects with this capacity gives me real 
hope for our profession as it moves into the 
next century. The design expression of 
Gensler's buildings reflects its clients’ re- 
newed understanding that place matters, 
that architecture has strategic value. 
Gensler's example points to architecture's 
central importance in a new and global 
economy.” 

Founded in 1965 in San Francisco as a 
three-person office, Gensler is called “one 
of America’s most influential design firms” 
by Fast Company magazine. Corporate of- 
fice design was an early focus, and Gensler 
is widely credited with making interior de- 
sign an integral part of architectural practice. 

Workplace design led quickly to office

building commissions, including pioneering 
work in building energy conservation, in- 
door air quality and sustainable building 
design. Gensler now specializes in airport 
terminals, film/television studios, theme 
parks and retail/entertainment centers, 
hotels and urban-scale mixed-use develop- 
ments. 

Hartman credits Gensler’s success to the 
company’s exemplary support of its clients 
and their business strategies, and to the 
firm’s commitment to its employees. In 
1998, Gensler became the first architecture 
firm to win Arthur Andersen's National 
Best Practices Award. Calling the firm “the 
benchmark of the profession and a true 
learning company,” Anderson cited Gensler 
as an enlightened employer that invests sys- 
tematically in learning, training and tech- 
nology. More than 30 percent employee- 
owned, Gensler has one of the lowest em- 
ployee turnover rates in its industry. 

Smith, who with his former Southfield, 
Mich., staff joined Gensler in Detroit last 
year, is impressed with the firm’s emphasis 
on its own people. “This firm puts its people 
first and clients second. Excellent projects 
are a by-product of this philosophy.” 

“Gensler is legendary in the profession 
for the support they give their employees. 
That support goes across the board, but it 
reflects two ideas that are fundamental to 


the firm’s business model — invest in per- 


formance and invest in people,” says Stanton. 

Hartman noted that Gensler was one of 
the first in the profession to create an Em- 
ployee Stock Ownership Plan. Today, em- 
ployees own about 32 percent of the firm. 
Notable Gensler projects in the Detroit 
metropolitan area include the workplace 
interiors at General Motors’ Global Head- 
quarters at the Renaissance Center; the 
Vehicle Engineering Center at the General 
Motors Technical Center in Warren; Ford 
Motor Company World Headquarters 
Renovation in Dearborn; Ford/IBM/ 
Compuware Business Innovation Center in 
Dearborn; Programming/Planning for the 
State of Michigan’s relocation into the 
former General Motors Building; and the 
recent AIA Michigan award-winning in- 
teriors for Caribiner Communications, 
Dearborn. 


Gensler exemplifies how the deliberate and 
creative mix of disciplines — all with ‘place’ 
as its focus — adds richness and value to 
buildings and their settings. In the process, 
the firm has pushed the envelope of pro- 
fessional practice , constantly breaking into 
new markets and extending its services.

Harmonie Park/Madison Avenue Development 
Project Nets AIA Honors 


Architects, acting as developers, spurred the development of a north central business 
district of Detroit when attempts to attract traditional developers failed due to economic 
conditions in Detroit in the 1980s. This effort — coined a small, but strategic seed of urban 
revival in downtown Detroit — garnered a 2000 AIA Honor Award for Regional and Urban 
Design. 

In 1985, Schervish Vogel Consulting Architects completed the Harmonie Park/Madi- 
son Avenue Development Study at the behest of the Detroit Renaissance Foundation. The 
area was selected because much of its historic fiber was intact; there were institutional 
anchors; and it had a strong base in the arts. An urban design plan by architects Stephen 
Vogel, FAIA, and David Schervish, AIA, ASLA, proposed the creation of an active, mixed- 
use retail, restaurant, entertainment and arts area linked to Greektown to the south and a 
proposed theatre/entertainment district to the north. 

When a developer didn’t jump at the opportunity, the architects themselves began the 
gradual optioning of property and development rights for existing buildings and vacant 
land. 

The phase one program for the renovated, reused and new buildings included arts-re- 
lated retail and restaurants; loft residential and commercial space in existing buildings; a 
renovated hotel; and new office and residential development. In total, a multi-year, 
$40,000,000 development concept was created for the adaptive reuse of existing buildings 
and the creation of new structures. 

Successful completion of the first phase has now lead to the beginning of phase two that 
includes development of new multi-use projects on vacant properties.
